John Jay was born on the 12th of 
December, 1745. He graduated from 
Columbia College with the highest hon¬ 
ors in 1764, and two years afterwards 
was admitted to the bar of the state of 
New York. He began public life as 
secretary of the commissioners appointed 
to determine the boundary line between 
New York and New Jersey. He was a 
representative from New Yoi'k to the 
Continental Congress which assembled 
in Philadelphia in 1774, was appointed 
with Franklin and Jefferson to confer 
with an envoy from France relative to 
arms, amunition &c., for the continental j 
forces, and was also authorized to nego¬ 
tiate in secret with other foreign powers. 
In 1775 the affairs of the United Colo¬ 
nies looked distressing and gloomy, and 
therefore aid was sought abroad. Under 
the New Constitution of New York, 
framed in 1776, Air. Jay held the office 
of Chief Justice of the state and at tho 
same time was a member of the Council; 
but finding that he could not do justice 
to both offices, he resigned the position 
of Chief Justice and took his seat in 
Congress. Air. Jay was chosen Presi¬ 
dent of Congress and held this office 
about a year, when he was sent to Spain 
as Alinister Plenipotentiary, and was al¬ 
so empowered to negotiate with France 
and England. But with all his skillful 
management and diplomacy ho was un¬ 
successful with his negotiations with 
Spain. He then turned liis attention to 
France and from thence toward England. 
France must be remembered as a mate¬ 
rial aid to our infant republic in the 
Revolutionary war, but her aid was

December previous was very cold. 

February was not veiy cold ; with the 
exception of a few days it was mild, like 
its predecessor. 

March was cold and boisterous during 
the first part of it; the remainder was 
mild. A great freshet oil the Ohio and 
Kentucky rivers caused great loss of 
property. 

April began warm, but grew colder as

The frequent terrible deaths from 
clothes taking fire should lead all per¬ 
sons to remember the following method 
of extinguishing such fires, as given by 
the Scientific American : 

“Three persons out of four would rusk 
right up to the burning individual and 
begin to paw with their hands without; 
any definite aim. It is useless to tell the 
victim to do this or that, or call for wa¬ 
ter. In fact, it is generally best not to 
say a word, but to seize a blanket from 
the bed or any woolen fabric—if none is 
at hand take any woolen material—hold 
^^ oonigrs as far apart as yon can, stretch. 

clasping in the arms mostly about the 
shoulders. This instantly smothers the 
I fire and saves the face. The next in¬ 
stant throw the person on the floor. 
This is an additional safety to the face 
and breath, and any remnant of the 
flame can be put out more leisurely. 
The next instant immerse the burnt part 
in cold water, and all pain will cease with 
the rapidity of lightning. Next get, 
some common flour, remove the water, 
and cover the burnt parts with an inch 
of thickness of flour; if possible put 
the patient to bed, and do all that is pos¬ 
sible to soothe until the physician arrives. 
Let the flour remain until it falls off it¬ 
self, when a beautiful new skin can be 
found. Unless the burns are deep no 
other application is needed. Tho dry 
flour for bums is the most admirable 
remedy ever proposed, and the informa¬ 
tion ought to be imparted to all. The 
principle of its action is, that, like wa¬ 
ter, it causes instant and perfect relief 
from pain by totally excluding all the air 
from the injured parts.”

Turn the juice, if there is any 
standing on tho fowl, into the gravy, 
turn the chicken over, broil slowly until 
nearly done, then turn it; dip on to it a 
little of the gravy, and broil gently until 
done. It takes full half an hour to broil 
a chicken well; if hurried it will be 
worthless, either half done or burned 
bitter. When done, dip it in tho gravy 
both sides ; add two tablespoons of boil¬ 
ing water to the dish, mix it with the 
butter, and serve hot with mashed pota¬ 
toes and cold slaw. If you can broil 
one fowl well, you can broil all birds, 
whether domestic or wild. 

—One pint of milk, 
six large potatoes mashed, one egg, ono 
desert spoonful of butter, and about ono 
gill of sweet milk.

The Philadelphia mint is engaged in 
melting vast quantities of light gold 
coin ; $23,000,000 have been remelted 
and $10,000,000 will be recoined imme¬ 
diately. 

The operation of towing canal boats 
by tug was witnessed by a committee 
of the Buffalo Board of Trade on the ca¬ 
nal at Black Rock, on Friday. The ex¬ 
periment is said to have been satisfac¬ 
tory. 

On Thursday, Kate Stoddard was ar¬ 
rested for the murder of Charles Good¬ 
rich, at his residence in Degraw street 
Brooklyn. The watch, rings, seals and 
money of Goodrich, and the pistol with 
which the murder was committed were 
found in her rooms. She confessed to 
tho police of Brooklyn that she murder¬ 
ed Goodrich. 

The receipts for customs for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, are $190,000,000, 
which is $1,500,000 below the estimates 
The deficiency is due to fluctuations of 
gold in May and June. 

The wreck of the City of Washington 
broke in two at 7 o’clock Thursday 
morning. The captain and part of the 
crew were on the wreck at the time, but 
escaped. The passongers and baggage 
have been taken on the L. A. Starr for 
Halifax.

The Syracuse Standard of Monday 
records the farewell services held in Sy¬ 
racuse upon the departure of Rev. Jesse 
T. Peck to his appointed bishopric in 
California. Of Bishop Peck’s eminent 
services and the movement to restore him 
to this portion of the country, the Stand¬ 
ard says : 

On the 22d of May, 1872, the church 
called Dr. Peck to a new and important 
position ; he was elected bishop and his 
particular field of labor was for a time 
indicated as the Pacific coast. It was 
impossible for him to go to California at 
that time without too great a sacrifice of 
more valuable interests hero as well as 
on account of ill health of himself and 
wife, and hence arrangements were made 
which permitted delay. Even now, after 
months’preparation, our citizens will feel, 
in the bishop’s absence, that the univer¬ 
sity is losing one of its most valuable 
aids. It is the child of his old age ; 
around it are centered his property and 
efforts ; he has given to it the crystal¬ 
lized work of years and $50,000. None 
can understand its necessities better than 
he, but he leaves duties which it must 
havo been a pleasure to perform in obe- 
dienco to a call of the church which 
leaves him no discretion in the matter. 
The city of Syi'acuse has a direct inter¬ 
est in the university to the amount of 
$100,000 ; the bishop has been our 
steward to this extent; a building worth 
$110,000 ; us luunlsuuiu grounds as any 
educational institution has in the entire 
land ; a creditable commencement of an 
endowment fund ; in a word, a univer¬ 
sity attests the faithfulness of his stew¬ 
ardship. Since taking up the active du¬ 
ties of Bishop, he has traveled extensive¬ 
ly over a range of country from Balti¬ 
more to near the Canada line, and from 
the eastern extremity of New York to 
central Ohio and into northern Pennsyl¬ 
vania. Since the 1st of January he has 
delivered more than 80 discourses, relat¬ 
ing to all the interests of the Church, 
and giving special attention to the sub¬ 
jects of missions, and held three con¬ 
ferences and dedicated a large number 
of churches. 

He was also manager of the enterprise 
which secured to the University and 
College of Missionaries, the latter of 
which he was the founder, the handsome 
property $120,000, and known as the 
St. Charles hotel; his personal efforts 
brought a branch of the Book Concern 
from New York to this city. The don¬ 
ors of the above estate were the Messrs. 
Remington, of Ilion. 

The work of Bishop Peck at the Cen¬ 
tenary Church is also desorving notice. 
During his pastorate he received addi¬ 
tional members, raising the number to 
600, while the property of tho Church 
appreciated, in the liquidation of debts 
and by accumulation, over $12,000. 
Under the pastorate of Rev. Mr. Hard, 
the Church continues very prosperous. 

Citizens of all class regret the necessi¬ 
ty which has compelled the bishop to 
sever his relations here j they realize 
that his best field of labor, ope for which 
he is most eminently fitted, and one 
which he most thoroughly understands, 
is in this part of the country ; that Sy¬ 
racuse is its center ; the university one 
of its most extensive and needy domains. 
We can say this without disparaging in 
the least the good work which others 
have done and are now doing in this di- 
reetkm;—be hoped ar rangwnumfc ii 
can be made which will allow the bishop 
to pass as much of his tirno as possible 
here ; California is not so far distant but 
that it can bo reached in a shoi’t time.

Isaac has already laid his plans for 
putting in wheat, which is their staple 
crop, this fall on his own lancl that is to 
be, and raising potatoes this year, and in 
the fall root crops, and “putting down” 
some of the land to grass before winter. 

Proofs were taken yesterday in the 
Surrogate’s Court, before S. D Van 
Schaick, referee, that the old negro man 
and woman in Virginia and Louisiana 


extended to all other persons. Good or¬ 
der will bo preserved throughout the 
sessions and at all other times, and no 
pains will bo spared by the Committee 
of arrangements to make each and all com¬ 
fortable and happy.
